The Chief Deputy Clerk administered the oath to John Layman, appraiser.

Layman explained he had been asked to conduct an appraisal on property located at
3830 Adams Street in Lincoln, Nebraska. He stated he did a market comparison
approach on the property utilizing properties that are comparable in condition. The land
value, he said, was based on the most recent sale which was adjacent to the subject
property in 1997.

Comparables used by Layman were 2960 North 38™ Street, 4720 Baldwin and 2300 South
13" Street. The office building, based on the comparable sales, ranged in value from
$165,000 to $180,000.

Recommended minimum fair market value by Layman was $175,000.
The Chair asked if anyone else wished to testify.
No one appeared and the hearing was closed.

Kristy Mundt, Deputy County Attorney, submitted a report from John Layman, dated
November 16, 2004, into the record (Exhibit 1). She also indicated that the resolution
declaring the property as surplus and setting the public sale date would be on the Board’s
agenda for November 23, 2004. Mundt added that the suggested date for the sale was
November 30™.
